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SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


In this section of the Annual Report, we attempt to describe some of the 
more positive things that occurred during the past year. We write about 
what was accomplished and about what we still wish to accomplish and we 
recognize those who contributed to make Marlow that much more pleasant. 


Although the major portion of our tax dollars is dedicated to education and 
administrated by others, we still are charged with the responsibility for a 
sizable amount that must be used to provide the various services that the 
community requires. In other reports found within these pages you can 
read of the accomplishments and future plans of the other town 
departments and boards that are responsible for some of those tasks. 


Our most important task is timely response to citizen concerns and 
problems. To this end the selectmen meet in public session once a week to 
deal with individuals or groups, to hear complaints, to answer letters, to 
pay bills and, in general, be visible and available. These meetings are held 
fifty-two times a year regardless of weather or other constraints. The 
selectmen also spend many additional hours, both in and out of the office, 
dealing with specific issues and required paper work. We feel that we have 
discharged all of our duties to the best of our collective ability and belief. 


The selectmen also meet once a month with the Road Committee to review 
the past month's progress and consider both short and long term future 
projects. In this manner the following year's highway budget is developed. 
As this department represents the largest single expense on the town's 
ledger, its report is presented here. 


Aside from working on many lesser road repair and improvement projects, 
our crew spent approximately five weeks cutting and disposing of trees and 
brush and ditching along a substantial section of the Sand Pond Road. As 
most of you are aware, this road presents a major repair problem 
demanding large outlays of funds and countless man hours. Our approach 
has been to address this project over a number of years using our regular 
crew and equipment as much as possible to control and spread costs. This 
year we are asking for $20,000 for shimming the road surface of the 
section that we have already cleared and ditched. We feel confident that by 
fully repairing one major section at a time, and stretching the entire project 
over several years, we will eventually bring the Sand Pond Road back 
while lessening the negative impact on taxpayers. 


We are requesting approval for the purchase of a used tractor and mowing 
attachment for control of roadside weeds and small brush. It is our 
contention that ownership of such equipment makes far more sense than 
leasing it for a couple of weeks in the summer. If it is always on hand 
roadside cutting can be undertaken whenever an opportunity presents itself. 


We wish to stress that the town's equipment grows ever older and 
consequently requires more and more maintenance and repair. Time spent 
to repair equipment is time away from actual road maintenance. We are 
fortunate to have a crew capable and willing to perform these tasks, 
however, this past year we were obliged to resort to the services of a 
professional mechanic for several major repair projects, such as 
transmission replacement on the winter sand truck (the surplus army 
vehicle). It is always our aim to attempt to repair our existing equipment 
as long as it is economically feasible before we ask the taxpayers to 
approve the purchase of replacement items. _ 


Another area of major concern to all is our transfer station and recycling 
center. This past year witnessed many changes and improvements to this 
facility. Thanks to the volunteer work of Kirk Dale, we now have a gate 
that can be opened and closed easily and is not tearing out its hinges. 
Thanks to the generosity of PC Connection and the carpentry skills of 
Rupert Thompson and our highway crew, we now have a recycling 
building that adequately houses our material until collected. Also, thanks 
to an innovative idea by our new attendant, Charles Strickland, and the 
efforts of our highway crew, a ramp is in place giving much better access 
to the dumpsters. Kathy Raynes, our founding attendant, has seen fit to 
move on to bigger and better things. Her efforts and energy in getting our 
program off and running are greatly appreciated! We wish her luck in 
future endeavors. 


This past summer, to our dismay, we were informed that the Sand Pond 
beach and boat landing area, long enjoyed for swimming and bathing, is in 
fact, state property and its use for anything other than boat access would 
shortly end. The extensive upgrade and repair of the boat ramp, as 
proposed by the State Fish and Game department, would effectively 
eliminate any possibility of swimming or bathing at this site. While we 
attempted to prevent this action it appears, as of this time, that our efforts 
were of no avail. 


To end on a more positive note, we wish to express the Town's 
appreciation to those individuals who somehow find time to devote a 
portion of their energies to worthwhile endeavors. Richard Rock who, 
despite black flies and inclement weather, always manages to make 
Memorial Day memorable. Terry Lantz who proved to be a good 
landscaper and gardener as evidenced by his work at Jones Hall and Phelps 
Pond. Charles Strickland who mows and maintains the Monument Green, 
Jim Strickland who always find time to snowplow the skating pond, and the 
Historical Society who built a new fire pit by the skating pond. Thank you 
ladies and gentlemen.

Article 6 - Moved and seconded to authorize the Selectmen to apply for, receive 
and expend federal and state grants that may become available during the year, in 
accordance with RSA 31:95-B and to accept and expend money from any other 
governmental unit or private source to be used for purposes for which the town 
may legally appropriate money. Passed by voice vote. 


Article 7 - Moved and seconded to authorize the Selectmen to sell and dispose of 
any town equipment that they deem to be outdated, outmoded and/or of no 
further use or value to the town. Passed by voice vote. 


Article 8 - Motion made and seconded to authorize the Selectinen to sell or 
convey any real estate that the town has acquired, or may acquire, through tax 
collector's deeds. Such sale shall be through auction or sealed bids or otherwise 
as justice may require, in accordance with RSA 80:80. Passed by voice vote. 


Article 9 - Motion made and seconded to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$900.00 for the restoration of Town records. Project to be under the control of 
the Town Clerk. Passed by voice vote. 


Article 10 - Moved, amended and seconded to authorize the Selectmen to enter 
into a sixty-month lease/purchase agreement for the purpose of leasing a new 
grader and to raise and appropriate the sum of $15,908.00 for the current year 
lease payments and to authorize the Selectmen to trade in the Town's current 
grader towards the purchase price. Total amount of the lease/purchase agreement 
is $106,050.00. (Written ballot-2/3 majority required.) A long discussion ensued. 
There were 103 votes cast. Necessary to pass 69. Yes 57, No 40. The article was 
defeated. 


Article 11 - Moved, amended and seconded to authorize the Selectmen to enter 
into a lease agreement for the purpose of leasing a grader for the highway 
department, and to raise and appropriate the sum of $21,210.00 for that purpose. 
(Majority vote required.) By written ballot. Votes cast 101, Yes 40, No 61. 
Article defeated. 


Article 12- Moved, amended and seconded to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$10,000.00 to repair the Town's current grader. The amended article passed 
unanimously by voice vote. 


Article 13 - Moved and seconded to raise and appropriate the sum of $10,000.00 
to be added to the Heavy Highway Road Equipment Capital Reserve Fund 
previously established. Passed by voice vote. 


Article 14 - Moved and seconded to raise and appropriate a sum not to exceed 
$2,800.00 to install overhead doors in the original section of the town highway 
barn. Passed by voice vote. 


Article 15 - Moved and seconded that the town vote to ban the use of the green 
surrounding the War Memorial for commercial purposes. This shall become a 
permanent ordinance. A voice vote on the article was not decisive so there was a 
show of hands. Yes 42, No 33, article carried. 


Article 16 - Moved and seconded to raise and appropriate the sum of $2,000.00 
to perform general improvements to the road surface and shoulders of Sand Pond 
Road. Voice vote was indecisive. The article carried by a show of hands. 


Article 17 - Moved and seconded to raise and appropriate the sum of $24,500.00 
to resurface Gustin Pond Road with a shim course of hot mix asphalt. Article 
defeated by voice vote unanimous. 


Article 18 - Moved and seconded to have a moment of silence for our deceased 
Moderator, Chet Dimlich. John Johannesen asked for volunteers to serve on the 
Zoning Board of Adjustment. Judith Schwartz asked if any resolution had been 
made on Article 13 of last year. Ronald Karvosky replied that the petition was 
withdrawn. John Johannesen moved to adjourn at 3:50PM. Seconded and 
passed by voice vote.

Due to recent Federal and State Regulations, the minimum acceptable levels 
for protective clothing, training and equipment have been raised. This has 
required some small increases in our budget recently. We are acutely 
aware of the poor economic climate in the state and have attempted to 
maintain a high level of service, while limiting our economic burden to the 
town.. In fact, we are one of only a handful of volunteer fire departments 
left in the State of New Hampshire. Unfortunately, due to our limited 
budget, and the type of use which fire service equipment is subject, much 
of our equipment is in poor condition. Our newest engine is now seven 
years old, while the oldest is forty one. At some point it will be necessary 
to institute a capital replacement schedule to prevent a further degradation 
in the quality of our equipment, and to keep current with the latest Federal 
and State mandates regarding the fire service. 
We received an excellent response from the questionnaire sent out with the 
inventory forms last year. The information will help us to improve service 
to the community now, and will be even more significant when we get 911 
service. 
The Marlow Fire Department needs a few volunteers to form an auxiliary 
group to provide refreshments during major incidents. The fire depart- 
ment can provide supplies and equipment. All that we require are a few 
personnel willing to make coffee and provide refreshments at the time of 
the incident. | 
We thank those people who have helped and supported us throughout the 
year. Our thanks to John and Pearl Perkins for the beautiful Christmas 
wreath, to the Marlow Police Department for their assistance at our 
incidents and to Fran Strickland for her cheerful and efficient assistance at 
the town office.

REPORT OF TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND STATE FOREST RANGER 


1992 was below average for wildfires reported in our state. Our largest fire was in 
May in Rumney where a suspicious origin fire burned approximately 150 acres 
with a total cost of approximately $30,000. The NH Division of Forests and 
Lands assisted many other communities in wildfire suppression as well. 


Our fire lookout towers reported 289 fires, burning a total of 136 acres. Our major 
causes of fires were kindled without a permit, unknown causes and children. 


Please help your town and state forest fire officials with fire prevention. New 
Hampshire State Law (RSA 224:27) requires that, "No person, firm or corporation 
shall kindle or cause to be kindled any fire or burn or cause to be burned any 
material in the open, except when the ground is covered with snow, without first 

aining a written fire permit from the Forest Fir rden of the town where th 
burning is to be done". Violation of this statute is a misdemeanor, punishable by a 
fine of up to $1,000 and/or a year in jail and you are liable for all fire suppression 
costs. 


Local fire departments are responsible for suppressing fires. The small average fire 
size of .47 acre/fire is a tribute to early detection by the public or our fire tower 
system and the quick response of our trained local fire departments. Please help 
your Warden and fire department by requesting and obtaining a fire permit before 
kindling any open fire. 


The NH Division of Forests and Lands assisted 28 towns with a total of $20,000 
in 50/50 cost share grants for fire fighter safety items and wild land suppression 
equipment in 1992. 


If you have any questions regarding New Hampshire forest fire laws, please 
contact your local Forest Fire Warden, State Forest Ranger, or Division of Forests 
and Lands at 271-2217.

The audit of the Tax Collector records revealed no discrepancies. The 
audit of the Town Treasurer revealed no discrepancies. The audit of the 
Selectmen records revealed no discrepancies. The audit of all the Town 
Trustee records revealed no discrepancies. The audit of the Town Clerk's 
records revealed only one period of deviation from the annual activity. 
The Town Clerk withheld motor vehicle title fees from remittance to the 
Treasurer from the period of January 1, 1991 to March 14, 1991. All fees 
for the remainder of the year were remitted to the Treasurer. All other 
activity for these records revealed no unusual activity. 


In reference to suggestions, I would advise all records be maintained in 
ink. Some of the records for the Library Trust have been kept in pencil. 
Besides the fact that the pencil has begun to fade, the records are also the 
only accurate information without the original paperwork. Should 
something happen to the original documents it would be relatively simple 
to change information. 


One other suggestion I have is to have all relevant phone conversations 
written down. The Cemetery Trustee informed me that some important 
financial conversations relating to errors of the trust accounts have no 
written backup. Had I not been verbally informed about these transactions 
and the reasons behind them, I would have had no explanation for the 
changes made to certain accounts. All other procedures do not seem to 
need alterations from my standpoint.
